light and cuidence of the oppoſirion, which in the 
ſame ſentence he maketh berwixr Moſes and Chriſt, 
workes and faith, ſernitude by the Law, and libercie

heart and ſpiric, chat whereas you haue read Zaxchirng, 
Lnther, Caluine, and other Orthodoxall Writers, with 
a minde and purpoſeto draw themio your error, and 
{oro call chem in, both as witnefles and counſellors | 
againſt the Morall Law, you may ſo be. conuinced your 
ſelte, by the euidence of the truch which they deliver, 
and the torce of the reaſons which they render, for the 
continuance and maintenance of the Morall Law, that 
if hitherto you have nor, yer henceforth -you may, 
_—_—_ your error; and embrace the crutch with 
chem, 

But I ſee you haue made your fſelfe a bolting hole, 
chat by way of diſtintion you might haue an cualion. 
* For (lay you) it cannot be denied, but the matter of 
* the Decalogue, being the Law of Natare, is in force as 
© it is the Law of Nature, and wnderſtooa Philoſophi- 
*« cally; but how it caubein force Theologically wnder- 
* food, ( for that ( lay you ) i our queſtion in hand ) 
| og being. we hane no warrant in Scripture for it, but the 
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*© contrary, ( you ſay ) you cannot ſee, And I ſay, if 
the miſt of Philoſophy had not blinded the cies of 
your Theology, you might haue ſeene as much asthis 
comes vnto, and moretoo. For I demand, Firſt, may 
icnot now be denied, that the whole Morall Law is 
wholly abrogated, as you affirme, ſecing it cannot be 
denied bur the matter of the Morall Law 1s yer of force, 
as you now confetle ? Secondly, if the matter of the 
Morall Law be of force at this preſent, as the Law of 
Nature commanding z 1s not the forme alſo in force 
by our conformity thereunto in obeying ? And 
thirdly, if both matter and forme ( the ellencial] parts 
of the Morall Law ) be yet continued, [ as it is the Law 
of Nature} thats, a naturall rule of righteouſneſle and 
holineſle ro ſuch as are in the ſtate of nature ; 1s it 
therefore ſo depriued of all ſpirituall force and vie, 
thatir cannot bealſo a ſpiricuall rule of righreouſnetTe 
and holineſle,ro ſuch as are called to the cftateof grace? 
Fourthly, ſhall P/aro and efriſtotle confine vs for 
reaching or learning of Naturall or Morall duties, to 
cheir Phyſicks, or Echicks, their Naturall or Morall 
Philoſophy ? Or would you reſtraine Chriſtians from 
hearkning to Moſes andthe Prophets, Chriſt and his 
Apoflles, for their better inftruction and direction in 
the fame? Surely, if true belecuers haue now no other 
benefit, nor viſe of the Morall Law, bur as it is the 
Law of Nature and Philoſophically vnderſtood ; then 
is the Law ( written ſo diſtintly by Moſes, a penman 
of the Holy Ghoſt) not written,as other Scripcures are, 
for our learning. Then was e Abrahams direction for 
reformation to no purpole ; They haue Moſes and the 
Prophets, let them heare them, Then may infidels and 
heathens, ſee as farre into the nature and danger of 
ſinne as true Chriſtians can, Then may naturall rea- 
ſon be a light vnto our ſteps, and a laxthorne vuxto our 
feet, without the Law written. And when all this 
proues true, then ſhall 2;apoy prouc #y22p0r, and your 
Naturall 
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Nacurall and Morall Philoſophy, true Diuinity, 
| C aluine writing de uſu Legs, faith, IMerito vocatur 
bene & juſte vivenat regula, atque hic fins Legis om- 
nibus fere notws eff, Naturaliter quidem inſculpta eſt 
boni & mali notitia hominibus, quo reddantur mnexcu- 
ſabiles, This laſt he ſpeaketh of the Law of Nature, as 
common to all men, and ſeruing only to leaue them 
withour excuſe; and preſently after he ſpeakerh of the 
Morall Law, written by Moſes, and given by God by 
a {ingular priuiledge to the [ſraelices and fo to vs, as the 


ic be in ic ſe]te holy, and che Commandementjuſt and 
good, yet Aſperam eſt (ſaith he) quod alibi aicit, le- 
gems iram operari, & propter tranſgreſſiones eſſe poſitam. 
And marke [I pray you, to whom this is afperum, fo 
ſharpeand bicrer, nempe hominibus profanis qui tantum 
Philoſophice judicant, Conſider and obſerue by this, 
that in Calais judgement, they that will judge of the

fended with it grieuouſly, and liue profanely. Con(i- 
der alſo, that ſeeing the DoQrine of the Morall Law,
